WHO’S WHO IN THE CAST 


RUTH GORDON was born in Boston 
whence she migrated in 1915, as a little 
girl, to New York, to appear in a very 
small role in Maude Adams revival of 
“Peter Pan” at the Empire theatre. From 
that time on she was continuously in the 
theatre until in 1927, she made her first 
great success. That was in “Saturday's 
Children,’ which established her over 
night as one of our foremost actresses. 
The following year she had the title role 
of “Serena Blandish.” In 1929, she was 
heroine of Philip Barry’s “Hotel Uni- 
verse” for the Theatre Guild, and season 
befcre last she was’ featured in “The 
Violet.” The past season in New York she 
created and played at the Playhouse 
there the role of Susie Sachs “in “A 
Country Mouse.” 


EARLE LARIMORE reversed the oft 
repeated advice and instead of going West 
he went Hast and in so doing discovered 
that the advice of the late Mr. Greeley 
was perhaps based on topography—at 
least his present notable list of stage 
achievements would have hardly been his 
had he fared toward the setting sun - 
when he left home for Portland, Oregon, 
his birthplace. His real start on the 
stage was made in a company managed 
by Jessie Bonstelle where he did juve- 
nile parts. An important part with Hu- 
gene O’Brien in “Steve” lead to a rele 
with ‘So. This Is London. 3h oleani 
other productions followed and when he 
acted “At Mrs. Beams” for the Theatre 
Guild he was almost immediately signed 
up as a member of the Acting Company 
of that organization. He has appeared ~ 
since that time in nine Guild productions 
including: ..“Juarez ‘and* Maxie. 
“The Second Man,” “Ned McCobb’s 
Daughter,” “Marco’s Millions,” “Vol- 
pone,” “R. U. R.,” “Strange Waterigae- 
and “Mourning Becomes Electra.” 


CLEMENT WILENCHICK has had an 
interesting stage career: Although born in 
New York, his schooling was had in Bu- 
rope. In New York he played at the 


_ Provincetown theatre and at the Neigh-— 


borhocd Playhouse, designed and painted 
sets for the American Laboratory theatre 
and then went to Paris to study art. Af- 
ter a couple of years there he appeared 
with Sacha: Guitry at the “Chalet wtor 
some time. When he returned to Amer- 
ica he was with the Theatre Guild and 
the Group Theatre. 


DUDLEY HAWLEY has played for many 
prominent theatrical producing firms do-— 
ing roles in “The Bride the Sun Shines 
On,” “The Great Barrington,” “Ladies of 
the Evening,” “The Noose,” “The Little 
Spitfire’ and ‘Thin Ice’ and many other 
plays. He has spent much time in the 
past two years in picture work with 
Paramount and Warner Bros. and in 
broadcasting for Columbia and N. B. C.
